Council Waits on 
'■Certification of City’s 
-Assessed Valuation 

Sierra Madre’s tax rate for the 
current year will probably be 
fixed by the city council next 
Tuesday evening. It is expected 
that the county assessor will have 
certified the city’s assessed valua¬ 
tion by that time and the council 
will meet in special session. 

Mayor John Froehlich says the 
council is hopeful that it will be 
able to make another reduction 
of at least a couple of cents in 
the rate. This will depend upon 
whether and how much the as¬ 
sessed valuation Is above that of 
the last fiscal year. 

Estimated cost of carrying on 
the government is somewhat 
above the figure for the last fis¬ 
cal year. Budgets of all the 
city departments are said to con¬ 
tain applications for salary in. 
creases. These have not been 
passed upon, as the councilman j 
are opposed to any increase in i 
taxes. Also about $‘7100 will have 
to be taken out of this year's 1 
general f’jnd for the recently pur¬ 
chased new fire truck and hose. I

SIERRA MADREAN HIT TWICE BY 
NAZI FIRE IN ONE ACTION 
RECEIVES PURPLE HEART 


Pvt. Charles A. Rizzo of the 
50Uh Parachute Division of the 
Infantry has just returned to 
Camp White. Ore., after a 23-day 
furlough followed which hospital¬ 
ization after an encounter with 
German planes off the const of 
Morocco. A full account of the 
action in which- he was injured 
and as a rc.sult of whicli he re¬ 
ceived the Purple Heart, has been 
received by his wife, the former 
Marjorie Denning of 161 N. Her. 
mosa ave. 

Rizzo left -Sierra Madre e.irly 
in February and was embarked 
for European ports w’ith a convoy 
of 1300 ships, his vesel being on 
the outside row. He was sta¬ 
tioned at the stem on 24-hour 
duty when the Nazi planes came 
into the sun, so that the boys 
were unaware of their proximity. 
A bomb struck the bow of the 
ship, upending it, and Pvt. Rizzo 
was hurled into the water, where 
he wjs struck by a fragment of 
shrapnel and Injured internally. 
He ho.ated in his May We.st for 
48 hours, during which time the 
Nazis came back and strafed the 
.survivors, when he received a 
wound in the knee. When fin.ally 
picked up by a destroyer he was 
too weak to help himself, and 
the wounds which had been pre. 
vented from bleeding by the salt 
bath, opened so copiou.“ly that 
several blood transfu.sions were 
neces.sary to save his life. 

He was taken to a ho.spital at 


Casa Blanca where, after recover¬ 
ing from a serious operation, he 
wa.s decorated with the Purple 
Heart, and sent home for re.st. 
Only 75 of his unit of 700 men 
were rescued, an! onlv 32 ships 
of the convoy were lost. Pvt. 
Rizzo has been a.sslgned to limit, 
ed service as a result of his 
wounds.

Blight Hits 
Grand Old 
Oak Trees 


Mt. Wilson Trail 
Ordered Closed 


Blood Bank is 
to Return 
September 5 


Owners of properties here that 
re adorned with very old and 
beautiful oak trees are greatly 
-'oncerned over a blight that has 
taken some of the city’s finest 
specimens recently, and are dis. 
cussing care and treatment to 
save others. 

Early in July a great white 
oak on the J. O. Smith place at 
609 W. Sierra Madre blvd. began 
to wither one day, and the next 
it was dead. 

In the same week, anof.icr tree 
of the same species on the estate 
of J. Krafft at 448 W. Highland 
ave. followed the same pattern. 

Both trees are said by experts 
to have been the victims of too 
much water. The one on the 
Krafft place was found to have 
its deep tap roots bedded in a 
pool of water in a rocky basin, 
although the upper roots had per- 
' feet drainage. The Smith tree 
has been s-aid by tree experts to 
have suffered from smothering by 
ivv and silt about the roots. 

The oak tree moth which at¬ 
tacks the branches of the tree, 
breeds under leaves lying on the 
ground, and If leaves are kept 
raked up the moth has less 
chance to multiply, according to 
experts. There were a number 
oof great trees In San Marino 
which succumbed to depredations 
oof the moth laat year.

T his column will be about the aboriginal Aus¬ 
tralians, or, as they are called, aborigines, 
blacks, or black fellows. You sometimes hear 
them wrongly called “Bushmen,” even by good 
writers. A small boy friend saw one in a circus, 
labeled "Australian Bushman,” and that settled it 
for him. But any encyclopaedia will tell you that 
the Bushmen are a yellow, pigmy-sized race living 
in South Africa. There is no such race in Austra. 
lia. When you speak of a bushman there you 
mean a white man like one of ourselves who lives 
in the forests of the back country, called “the 
bush,” and is expert in living in such surroundings. 
Australian bushmen mentioned in the war are 
white soldiers expert in bush and jimgle life. 

Another mistake produces curious results. A 
white man born in Australia is of course an Aus¬ 
tralian native. A brother of mine who was bom 
there, wrote to some people in England before 
paying them a visit, and mentioned that he was 
an Australian native. When his train arrived he 
was surprised to find the whole population of the 
village waiting to see the “native,” expecting him 
to be a strange-looking black man. 

It may be an old chestnut to many,—the story 
of the man looking at a kangaroo in a cage on 
which was written “Kangaroo, Native of Austra¬ 
lia,” and exclaiming: “My goodness! My sister 
married one of them!” 

T he stock from which the Australian aboriginal 
sprang must have been of the most primitive 
nature.

Looks Dangerous 

A Washington report reveals that efforts are 
now being exerted to make the Federal Govern¬ 
ment a super-landlord after the war. Senator 
Murray of Montana, chairman of the Senate Small 
Business Committee, is expected to draft plans 
soon for letting small business use the vast gov¬ 
ernment-owned war plants in the post-war period. 
A plant would be divided into many sections, each 
small company having a section. 

The plan is supposed to resemble the system of 
the Chicago Merchandise Mart which houses a 
great number of concerns. In the Chicago Mart, 
however, the individual companies are not under 
any centralized control, whereas there is a suspi¬ 
cion that Senator Murray’s program is another 
attempt to further extend government influence 
by regimenting small business. 

This suspicion gains weight when one familiar¬ 
izes himself with a bill recently proposed by the 
Montana Senator, on which he will hold hearings 
in San Francisco, Los Angeles and San Diego in 
early August. The bill calls for the establishment 
of a government Small Business Corporation with 
enormous lending power, and with other powers 
and influences so vast that probably 95 per cent 
of American businesses could be directly or indi¬ 
rectly controlled by it. 

Senator Murray’s plan to make the Federal Gov. 
ernment even more of a super-lender, as well as 
a super-landlord, implies that small businessmen 
cannot obtain credit through normal channels, and 
that they must depend on the government for it. 
This, of course, is contrary to fact. Established 
lending institutions have advanced many millions 
of dollars to many thousands of concerns—both 
large and small—for the financing of war con¬ 
tracts and for other legitimate purposes. 

The Senator’s urgent desire to help small busi¬ 
ness seems to have more political than economic 
significance. 


While the neighboring Maoris of New 
Zealand have proved themselves our equals in ev¬ 
ery way, the original Australians remained primi. 
tive from the remote past, and have generally been 
considered the least developed type of humanity. 
Some scientists have thought they were descended 
from an early Asiatic type, who came south on 
a supposed land bridge which through the cen¬ 
turies became divided into the chain of islands 
known as the Netherlands East Indies. A look 
at the map will show how near the islands are 
to bring a bridge of land. Everyone knows of 
their boomerang, but a recent writer, David M. 
Dow, says the boomerang has been discovered in 
Southern Irdiq, suggesting that this Ingenious 
weapon may have been Invented by early Asiatic 
ancestors of the Australian blacks. And some 
of their customs in scarring themselves have been 
found to be the same as those of ancient Scythians 
and Nomades mentioned by Hippocrates. Though 
they* are certainly black now, there is a theory 
that the aboriginal shad a Caucasian origin, but 
being isolated, failed to develop with the rest of 
mankind. 

4 S usual, the white settler never understood 
the black native. The black lived in his own 
ITarticular tribe, in his own hunting grounds 
among the spirits of his ancestors, with tribal 
laws, customs, and etiquette in dealing with other 
tribes. Whatever grew in the forest was his—-root, 
bird, beast or reptile. That made the difficulty. 
When a new strange animal, sheep or steer, came 
along, he thought that was his too. Then the 
settler considered him a thief, and white men 
exterminated hundreds of blacks. It was estimat¬ 
ed that there were 350,000 blacks when the white 
man came. There may be 60,000 now, including 
those in the far northwest corner of the continent, 
under protection. Deprived of their sacred ances¬ 
tral hunting grounds, many of them lost the in¬ 
centive for living, or died trying to live like white 
people. 

The story may paralleled in other places, as in 
the case of the American Indian. But now there 
is a Social Conscience among decent peoples, and 
in the hopes and plans for a better world, it is 
resolved that such things must not be allowed to 
happen any more. The aborigines are at last 
under government protectorates. 

W ITH their abnormally keen sight, the ab. 
originals have served as wonderful “black 
trackers,” and are used by the police to 
track down criminals. Some English officers in 
the Boer war were dubious of their powers and 
made a test of a tracker called Billy. Five offi¬ 
cers, says Mr. E. C. Buley, set off at different 
hours in different directions, two on foot and three 
on horseback; Billy being meantime locked up. 
When released he followed up each track in turn, 
and on his return to camp, notebooks were taken 
out and he was told to proceed. Billy sketched 
the routes taken by each, described how one had 
tied up his horse, and climbed a tree, though there 
was neither “possum nor sugar bag” (honey)

had failed to gear itself quickly enough to sus¬ 
tain with weapons and supplies our British and 
Russian Allies, fighting to hold back the Hitler 
hordes. Axis soldiers today might be on the shores 
of California, instead of being pressed bitterly 
back toward their own capital. 

The Normandy Invasion today might be in re¬ 
verse, if Hitler’s blueprints had not been discov- 
ered early and the wheels of war preparation set 
moving to turn the Axis juggernaut. 


A Hopeful Sign 

One might think that the reckless, "devil-may- 
care” attitude which enables our heroes to per¬ 
form their acts of daring would also be expressed 
in many ways in their civilian life. Sometimes 
it is.

In.gtead of buying the many 
things $40,000 would command, he went to a bank 
and put up a living* trust fund to protect the 
money. He arranged for his mother and 11-year- 
old brother to receive the income. 

Sergeant Kelly recognized that a large sum of 
money in the hands of a financially Inexperienced 
person like himself could easily get away through 
unsound investments even though he were follow. 
Ing his best judgment. Now he knows that his 
money will have all the protection which the wis- 
dorn from long financial experience of the bank 
can give It.
